THINGS MIGHT BE WORSE 


To keep the tax rate from soaring 
above the present impressive altitude the 
city council may have to deny some civic 
employees the salary increases to which 
they are entitled under their agreements. 
That of course is a situation to be re- 
gretted, 

But the disappointed ones will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they 
do not suffer alone, nor suffer the worst. 
Most taxpayers are faring worse this year 
than having to forego an expected in- 
crease in their incomes. In these dis- 
jointed times, the employee whose only 
complaint is that he will not get more this 
vear than he got last year belongs to the 
select and envied few. 


A PROSPECTIVE BENEFIT 

The new Australian tariff is said to be 
more favorable than the old one as re: 
gards the sale of Canadian automobiles in 
tHat country. The rates against Canadian 
cars are unchanged, while those against 
cars made in the United States have been 
increased, 

The advantage, however, is likely to be 
prospective rather than immediate, Aus- 
tralia is not at present in position to spend 
freely on luxuries. Economic conditions 
there are bad, so bad that one state has 
repudiated its debts and another is threat- 
ening to secede from the Commonwealth. 

When the times improve, Canadian 
manufacturers may hope to secure Aus- 
tralian business which would otherwise go 
to their United States rivals, because of 
this tariff increase against the products 
of the latter. For the time the probabil- 
ity is that nothing but a drastic cut in the 
duty against Canadian cars could do much 
to stimulate sales in that Dominion, 


BY NO MEANS IMPOSSIBLE 

Dr. Mueller thinks another war is im- 
possible. Everybody must hope so. But 
we were told that twenty years ago. And 
the assurance was backed by a deadly ar- 
ray of figures which seemed to prove 
that no army could live under the fire of 
modern weapons, and that no country 
could find the money to keep a modern 
war going more than a few weeks. 

Four years of carnage exposed the fal- 
lacy of that contention, and demonstrated 
that when nations decide to fight they can 
devise means to keep on fighting indefin- 
itely. It would be tragic if the world again 
fell into the delusion that war is imposs- 
ible. It is terribly possible. 

There is no effective security against 
war save in the disposition of the peoples 
of the world to live at peace. And the 
course of events in Europe does not show 
that that disposition exists in all the coun-

THE UNSOLD WHEAT 


Canada had more wheat on hand at the 
end of March than it had at the parallel 
date in any preceding year, 275,000,000 
bushels. The announcement will do noth- 
ing to boost the price or to encourage the 
farmer to sow a large acreage, Rather 
the opposite effect may result in both di- 
rections, 

There is a tendency in some quarters 
to regard the enormous amount of unsold 
wheat in Canada as something in the na- 
ture of a national misfortune. That is a 
miscalculation. Neither the farmers not 
the country would be better off if the 
Canadian bins were empty. That would 
be a blessing for the growers in other ex- 
porting countries, but it would be a calam- 
ity for Canada. This wheat is a reserve 
asset, which will be moving to the markets 
during the next few months, and which 
will at the lowest calculation bring some- 
th'n+ more than $100,000,000 into the Do- 
minion. 

That fact ought to suggest something 
to those who think that a shert crop of 
wheat this year would be a gain rather 
than a loss. A short crop would be a gain 
for Canada—if the short crop happened 
somewhere else. But, whatever the price 
may be, the sum that Canada will get for 
its wheat will depend upon the amount of 
wheat it will have to sell. A big crop is 
never a disaster to the country that grows 
it, and a smalkcrop always 1s, 


STARTING THE TRAFFIC WAR? 


The railways announce that they will 
offer special excursion rates for week-end 
trips during the summer months, as a 
means of securing a larger share of the 
short haul traffic of the summer season 
than has been coming to them in recent 
years. 

This may be taken to be the first di 
rect move on the part of the railways to 
recover some of the business that has been 
taken from them by the motor car, Cer- 
tainly it cannot be said that the move is 
premature. The automobile has now re- 
duced the short haul traffic of the rail- 
ways to a negligible quantity, and hitherto 
the railways have shown little or no in 
clination to make a fight to retain this im- 
portant part of the passenger trade. 

Having recognized the competition ot 
the motor car to be both a real menace 
and # permanent one, it may be supposed 
the railways will carry the transportation 
war further and in other directions; not- 
ably in the direction of running the motor 
truck out of the commercial freight busi- 
ness. The latter has been playing havoe 
with the short haul freight traffic as the 
private car and the bus have been ravag- 
ing the passenger revenue of the railways. 

In this inevitable struggle between the 
railways and the road vehicles, the public 
have also a very vital interest. In one 
way or another, as shippers or as taxpay- 
ers, the public have to make good what 
the railways lose to their competitors. And 
the country cannot secure, and cannot ex- 
pect to secure, the railway extension that 
is needed for its proper development un- 
less the railways are able to earn a reason- 
able return on the capital invested in 
them.
